United States by paying for itself. 
These friends see sinister designs 
in the opponents of the bill. 
I 
hope it is unnecessary for me to 
assure the house that I find no 
such evil designs in my mind.” 
Leatherwood 
charged 
that the 
bill had been changed to a power 
measure instead of one for flood 
control. 
He asserted that “ thou­ 
sands and thousands of dollars” 
had been spent by the Boulder Dam 
association to maintain 
a 
lobby 
here in behalf of the bill. 
Charges Big Expenditures 
“ Large sums 
of

been spent to keep men here to

bill through con­ 
gress.” 
Leatherwood 
recalled 
that R e­ 
publicans 
anti 
Democrats 
alike 
have received numerous telegrams 
urging them to support the bill. 
“ I make reference to thèse tele­

trust has sent telegrams to mem­ 
bers asking them to oppose the 
bill. 
If I had the power, I would 
make it impossible for any lobby to 
exist in Washington.”

Enters Through Window 
The girl had entered 
the 
bank 
through a window at the rear of the 
building, concealing her drill in 
a 
satchel. 
Dennis Sullivan, 
the policeman, 
peered into a lighted hallway in the 
rear of the bank building early to­ 
day and saw the girl seated on the 
steps, 
forlorn 
and 
disconsolate. 
W ithout approaching her, he sum ­ 
moned bank officials. 
When the officials walked in on 
her, Miss Meyers arose with an ap­ 
parent sigh of relief, greeted them 
tremulously and explained that she 
wTas glad they had 
come 
because 
she had been waiting to give her­ 
self up. B u t she did not explain her 
presence until later.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5—Dwell­

Until .the rains fill new reser- 
! voirs, the letetr says, the only wa­ 
ter supply is in the crater, 1000 
, feet below the cave-dwelling, and 
at only one point is the moun­ 
tain’s 
two-mlle 
Incline 
gradual 
enough to permit scaling by man 
or burro. 
The nearest settlement 
is Berseba, seven miles from the 
I foot of the mountain, although 
supplies have to be obtained €2 
miles away, at Keetmanshoop. 
The Mt. Brukkaros observatory 
is the third to be established in 
connection with the Smithsonian’s 
30-year study of solar radiation, 
the others being at Table moun 
tain. California, and Montezuma, 
Chile. 
"With stations In three conti­ 
nents," a Smithsonian announce­ 
ment said, "greater accuracy will 
be possible in correlating changes 
in the sun’s heat with the earth’s 
weather. 
That the sun is a vari­ 
able star, has been determined. 
"One purpose of the long study 
now being made is to determine 
the relation between the sun’s va­ 
riation and what we call weather 
—symbol for all that is variable, 
In distinction to climate, which is 
the steady, average condition.**

Former Portuguese Ruler 
Spends Days with His 
Bees and Flowers 


LONDON, Feb. 
5.--"His 
Most 
Faithful Majesty, Manuel II, king 
of Portugal and the Algarves, K.G., 
G.C.V.O., and Her Majesty, Queen 
Augusta Victoria, his consort, are 
about to be registered as proprie­ 
tors of Fulwell park, Twickenham, 
Middlesex.** 
Behind this simple paragraph In 
the London Gazette there are vol­ 
umes of dramatic stuff ready for 
the hand of the playwright. 
The 
first thing that will strike the 
American reader is that, although 
Manuel was 
kicked out 
by 
his 
"faithful 
subjects,** 
the 
London 
Gazette still talks of him as lf he 
were a reigning king. 
Next it 
shows that Manuel is permanently 
anchored as a resident of England. 
No ex-royalty in all Europe, not 
even the ex-kaiser, has had a more 
dramatic career than Manuel. 
He 
was born In Lisbon, 37 years ago. 
His father was King Carlos. 
He 
himself had no expectation of the 
throne, as he was the younger of 
two sons. So, as the Duke of Beja, 
he was destined for a naval career. 
When he was not yet 19, the 
first great tragedy In his life oc­ 
curred. 
His father, the 
Crown 
Prince 
Lula 
and 
himself 
were 
driving through the streets of Lis­ 
bon on the way to a great public 
function, Feb. I, 1908. Revolution­ 
ary assassins shot and killed the 
king and Luis and wounded Man­ 
uel in the left arm. The intention 
wa sto kill him, too, and then pro­ 
claim a republic. 
But the plan 
miscarried and the untrained lad 
found himself on the throne of 
his forefathers. 
He 
tried 
hard 
to be a good and docile king at 
the start. 
To his minister he 
said: 
"I am without knowledge or ex­ 
perience. 
I place myself In your 
hands, counting upon your pa­ 
triotism and wisdom.” 
Then happened the second great 
event in his life. 
He met Gaby 
Deslys, the famous Parisian ac­ 
tress and beauty, in August, 1909 
Soon all Europe rang with stories 
about them. It was said the king 
spent more time in Paris than in 
Lisbon; that he showered her with 
gorgeous gifts. In February, 1910, 
Gaby went to Lisbon to appear 
in a concert. 
She dine' at the 
palace. The king’s enemies spread 
all kinds of stories about him. 
It 
was fuel for the revolutionary fires 
which burst forth the following 
October. 
Revolution Breaks Out 
Ensued the third great dramatic 
event. 
In beautiful Belem palace, 
near, Lisbon, the king was enter­ 
taining the president-elect of B ra­ 
zil. Off In the distance the boom 
of cannon and the rattle of rifles 
was heard and finally the shells 
began to reach the palace. 
Escorted by his 
horsemen, 
he 
made his way to Ericeira, where 
he boarded a sloop and headed for 
Gibraltar. 
Th» republic was pro­ 
claimed on Oct. 6, 1910. A British 
ship took the young ex-king to 
England, where he has been living 
ever since. 
In 1913, he married a German 
princess, Augusta of Hohenzollern- 
Sigmaringen. Thus connected with 
the ex-kaiser, he hoped tor Ger­ 
man influence 
In 
regaining 
his 
throne. 
But though the royalists 
made attempts In 1911, 1912, 1913 
and 1919 to overthrow the republic, 
and although there have been 18 
revolutions, 
the 
republic 
still 
stands. 
Manuel has about decided the 
king business la over. 
At Fulwell 
park, he leads the life of an En-' 
glish country gentlemen with his 
bees, his flowers and his cattle. 
His olive face is always to be 
seen in the British royal box at the 
tennis 
tournaments, 
the 
r a c e 
courses and the big shows. 
At 
times he goes to the Riviera. But 
mostly he is bored. He only shows 
animation when somebody brings 
up the Gaby Deslys story. He de­ 
nies all the insinuations as em­ 
phatically as did Gaby while she 
\yas alive. 
He doesn't want to be set down 
in history as a king who lost his 
throne for love of an actress.

I. An internal revolution. 
S. A boycott of American goods. 
S. American Intervention. 
These possibilities, of course, de­ 
pend respectively upon the present 
strength of the Calles government 
and malcontent elements In Mex­ 
ico, the temper of the Mexican peo­ 
ple and the lengths to which the 
United States might be willing to 
go for th» benefit of American oil 
and mining Interests. 
Bested Without Bloodshed 
President Plutarco Calles I» the 
first Mexican executive actually to 
be elected and Installed peacefully 
In office without the aid of a re­ 
volt There are numerous leaders In 
Mexico obviously dissatisfied with 
such a quiet procedure who would 
be glad to upset the present govern­ 
ment. 
If President Coolidge were to 
sever relations with the Calles gov­ 
ernm ent these fellows would 
feel 
they were being told to "go to it,” 
and that they would virtually have 
this country’s official support 
A real revolution probably would 
disrupt Mexico’s foreign trade and 
certainly would engender bitterness 
among many Mexicans against the 
United States, but lf It were suc­ 
cessful the State Department and 
this country’s big Interests in Mex­ 
ico would unquestionably obtain 
more satisfaction from the ensuing 
government In regard to the petro­ 
leum laws and other questions now 
at Issue. 
Anti-American 
feeling 
surely 
would be fanned to t;azlng hatred 
in case of Intervention, and it might 
take years to repair the collapse of 
trade between the two countries 
which would follow. 
If there were no pressure of arms, 
external or Internal, the future in 
case of disrupted relations would 
he problematical. It is difficult to 
forecast whether the attitude of the 
Mexicans could create a boycott of 
serious proportions; attending fac­ 
tors might arouse the people suf­ 
ficiently to create such a move­ 
m ent 
Trad» Would Continue 
Officially, trade between the two 
countries would continue as before. 
Mexican customs regulations in­ 
clude a clause providing for main­ 
tenance of shipments to and from 
nations 
considered 
as friendly 
whether or not formal diplomatic 
relations exist. Thus, when Great 
Britain 
severed 
relations 
with 
Mexico two or three years 
ago, 
there was no 
Interference 
with 
Anglo-Mexlcan commerce. The In­ 
cident was regarded as one of diplo­ 
matic blundering and relations soon 
were resumed, without any boycott 
or other demonstration of extreme 
bitterness.

LONDON, Feb. 5.—The ru le 
of 
secrecy is now enforced in divorce 
case trials. The nam es, addresses 
and rank of the principals and w it­ 
nesses m ay be 
printed; 
a 
bald 
statem ent of the charge m ay be 
m ade; the findings of the Jury and 
the decisions of the Judge m ay be 
made public. 
Beyond th a t nothing. 
In other words, while the m ost 
revolting evidence 
in 
connection 
w ith » police court tria l m ay 
be 
made public, no evidence w hatever 
in connection w ith a divorce case 
can be published in 
any 
circu m ­ 
stances. T his seems especially 
to 
favor divorce litigants and 
harm 
the Innocent while protecting the 
guilty. 
Peril Seen In Restriction 
The reaction to 
this 
new 
law 
am ong wom en is interesting. Good 
women feel a sort of general alarm. 
H undreds who 
protested 
because 
new spapers have printed so mueh 
about divorces cases now come out 
w ith the statem ent that 
they 
see 
great danger in this restriction on 
the freedom of the proas. 
M any have em phatically said that 
they are convinced that th# fear of 
new spaper publicity as a result of 
w rongdoing has been a great 
re ­ 
stra in t upon society, and that ser­ 
ious deterioration may be expect­ 
ed if this restriction of the free­ 
dom of the press is maintained. 
A nother peril included 
In 
the 


general situation is that the public 
will be unable to Judge as to 
the 
guilt of co-respondents. One may be 
a villain or villainess, another may 
be a chivalrous gentleman or 
an 
abused angel. 
Move Engineered by Chosen Few 
Under the new rule all Will be 
of record merely «• co-respondents 
and m ust equally bear the stigm a, 
the bad no moi* than the good and 
the good no less than the bad. The 
act especially 
provides 
for 
the 
printing of co-respondents' 
names 
and prohibits printing evidence that 
m ight clear them. 
Thus the act, ostensibly devised 
for the protection of public morals, 
really Is a threat against them, and 
an attack upon the liberty of the 
press engineered by the chosen few 
who have great influence and who 
evidently feel that the 
frequ«*ncy 
with which the names of the titled 
and rich has appeared linked to very 
discreditable details In 
newspaper 
divorce case reports tends to 
de­ 
crease the genera! respect felt for 
them am ong the less fortunate m ul­ 
titude. 
Believe Parliament Fooled 
In other words, many feel that in 
the guise of safeguarding public 
morals tho English house of com ­ 
mons has been fooled into making 
a serious attack upon the freedom 
of the press and a dangerous 
a s­ 
sault upon not only public morals 
but democracy Itself. 
Tho women, too, feel that the new 
legislation ta pre-em inently favor­ 
able to men. 
Naturally the newspapers are an­ 
noyed by this restriction of their 
constitutional liberty. The law is 
functioning, but It ta certain 
that 
much more w ill be heard about It. 
A great m ovement for the repeal 
of the secret divorce act has begun 
while the statute ta still less than 1 
six weeks old. Such secrecy is re­ 
garded rather generally as an in ­ 
citem ent toward divorce.

one foot in the grave. 
B ut today, 
the m an who is In th a t shaky little 
body is 
grappling 
firm ly 
w ith 
problems vitally affecting our In­ 
terests in L atin A m erica, China 
and elsew here and defying those 
who seek to th w a rt his policies. 
His H ardest Job 
I asked S ecretary of S tate K el­ 
logg, now the b usiest m an in Wasl*- 
lngton, for a personal Interview In 
order th a t I m ight present a tru e 
picture of the m an and his big 
Job. 
H e kindly g ranted m y r e ­ 
quest, w ith the presidential provis­ 
ion th a t he m u st not b J quoted. 
W ith a crisis In N icaragua one 
day, th e M exican situ atio n flaring 
up a few days later and now a 
very critical situation 
In 
China, 
not to m ention m any m inor prob­ 
lems, Kellogg says he is w orking 
harder than ever before In his life 
with a full realization of the Im ­ 
portance of his job. 
H e is In his 
office a t 8:45 each m orning, w hich 
is an early hour for an y W ashing­ 
ton official, and he Is there until 
5:80 or 6:30, an hour or two later 
than Is dem anded of the youngest 
and m ost vigorous federal employe. 
Beyond that, 
he w orks intensively 
and w ith an Immense am ount of 
concentration 
and 
personal 
effi­ 
ciency which Is rath er rare In the 
capital. 
I 
found 
Kellogg 
alternately 
pleasant and Irritable. 
H e looks 
older than he Is, hie head bobs 
about jerkily, his m outh 
tw itches 
and he Is som ew hat deaf, cupping 
his e ar and barking "W hat?” to 
nearly every other question. 
H is 
huge, gnarled hands are a heritage 
from his w ork as a boy on the 
farm of his b irth in M innesota. 
T he artificiality of his right eye, 
lost In a bad fall from a horse 
m any years ago, is hardly notice­ 
able. 
Not Limelight Seeker 
U nlike m ost men In public life 
when 
Interview ed, K ellogg didn’t 
ask: "W hat paper will this be In?” 
He’s the an tith esis of a lim elight 
hog. 
H e chuckled w hen I said m any 
people feared h e w as 
going 
to 
break down under th e strain. 
W ell, how does he avoid such a 
breakdow n? 
L ots of exercise! 
In sum m er he 
plays plenty of golf; In w inter he 
plays som e g olf and w alks as much 
as possible. 
B u t th e N icaraguans,

—he has alw ays

Ile does a v a st am o u n t of re ad ­ 
ing In his office, m ostly

other agents. 
U nlike his predeces­ 
sor, C harles E vans 
H ughes, 
who 
liked to have m atters presented to 
him In w riting by his subordinates, 
Kellogg prefers consultations. 
The secretary has alw ays read 
“more or less” h istory and now he 
reads either history o r biography 
when he w ants to get International 
situations off his m ind. 
H e has 
read an enorm ous num ber of biog­ 
raphies in th e last 20 
years 
and 
doesn’t care m uch for novels. 
Student of Napoleon 
K ellogg w ouldn’t nam e h is fa ­ 
vorite historical character, but he 
has been a student of Napoleon 
and ha* many volumes about N a­ 
poleon in h is St. Paul home. 
Most of his unofficial reading, Of 


course. Is done at night. H ere, too, 
his duties break In upon his leis­ 
ure, 
for th e social 
duties 
of a 
cabinet m em ber, and especially of 
such an exalted one, are no cincha 
Kellogg w as a public figure m any 
i years before he becam e a senator. 
H e 
first 
gained 
national 
a tte n ­ 
tion when Roosevelt appointed him 
to "bust” th e S tandard oil, tobac­ 
co, paper and 
h arv ester 
tru sts. 
Before that, he had been a corpo­ 
ration law yer, including th e U nited 
S tate Steel corporation am ong his 
clients, but R oosevelt picked him 
for hi# m ental keenness and u n ­ 
bounded energy.

oil soap from Nablus, 
w hich 
Is 
finally rinsed off w ith m ore hot 
w ater. 
T his operation is repeated 
several tim es. 
"K haw a” e arth is 
then rubbed into the roots, followed 
by m ore dousings w ith hot w ater. A 
lengthy com bing of the scalp with 
a thick-toothed Ivory comb is fol­ 
lowed by a m assage with henna and 
"K haw a” earth. 
T he body is then m assaged with 
a thick glove m ade of black goat's 
wool and lined w ith white linen. 
T he feet a re rubbed with pumice 
stone and the face and hands with 
specially 
prepared 
m arrow bone. 
After an Interval the whole busi­ 
ness is repeated, ending w ith a 
brisk scrubbing by a girl attendant 
armed w ith a well-soaped loofah 
and finally more deluges of bot 
water.

ways here.

While the official trash man of 
Santa Ana ie not a postal employ*, 
he baa joined the letter-gathering 
I force of the Santa Ana post office, 
j without extra pay. 
Because th at is true, the Santa 
Ana post office 
today 
issued 
a 
warning to nil residents of Santa 
j Ana calling attention to the fact 
that a trash can is not a letter box. 
"These trash 
cans 
that 
have 
been placed a t many street corners 
in Santa Ana through an arrange- 
ment between the city and an ad­ 
vertising firm,” said Ij. F. Harvey, 
superintendent of mails, "in shape 
are somewhat like the larger U. S. 
I mail boxes. 
.lust recently the ad- 
! vertlsing firm that supplies these 
j boxes has painted them green, and 
that adds materially to the num- 
j ber of errors. 
"Yesterday, the city employ* who 
has charge of emptying the trash 
jeans brought about 35 letters into 
the post office and handed them to 
me. 
He said that he had found 
! them in trash cans, and, while he 
I found that many, he had no Idea 
how many he had overlooked. Some 
of these letters may have been In 
the trash cans for a week or 15 
days, and I suppose the 
sender* 
and addressees have been wonder­ 
ing what has become of those let­ 
ters. 
"The city employe said that let­ 
ters are found every time the trash 
wagon makes its round of these 
cans.” 
At the post office, attention was 
directed to the fact that every C. 
F. letter box shows the U. S. mail 
imprint plainly. 
Most of the ad­ 
vertising receptacles carry adver­ 
tisements painted upon the sides, 
and those are easily distinguished 
from U. S. mail receptacles, which

advertisements.

ever, quite a num ber cf the trash 
receptacles provided by the private 
concern are still aw aiting a sale 
of advertising.

Strict enforcement of traffic regulations, prac­

courts will go a long way toward decreasing the 
traffic menace. 
But It is not enough.
